For  the  Year  1946. 


The  Board  of  Governors  begs  to  submit  to  the  Governors, 
Donors,  and  Subscribers  its  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1946. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  the  Board  records  the  deaths 
of  Mrs.  E.  Shanahan,  a  Vice-President  of  the  Hospital,  a 
Life  Governor,  .and  a  Foundation  Governor;  Mr.  S.  Sharp¬ 
less,,  a  member  of  the  Board  from  1904  to  1943,  and  a  Lite 
Governor;  Mr.  J.  H.  Keep,  Mr.  R.  Cheke,  J.P.,  and  Mrs. 
R.  Cheke,  Life  Governors  and  Foundation  Governors.  To 
the  relatives  of  these  ladies  and  gentlemen  the  Board  extends 
deepest  sympathy. 

The  Board  tenders  hearty  congratulations  to  Mr.  W.  G. 
Davie,  J.P.,  a  Life  Governor  of  the  Hospital,  on  his  appoint¬ 
ment  as  an  Officer  of  the  Most  Excellent  Order  of  the  British 
Empire;  to  Mr.  L.  Gillis,  F.R.C.S.,  Honorary  Orthopaedic 
Surgeon  to  the  Hospital,  on  his  appointment  as  a  Member  of 
the  Most  Excellent  Order  of  the  British  Empire;  and  to  Mr. 
Eric  R.  Taylor,  and  Dr.  Stanley  Thomas,  members  of  the 
Board,  on  their  appointment  as  Jus-tices  of  the  Peace. 

On  3rd  October,  Mr.  J.  W.  Lohden,  J.P.,  the  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Hospital,  was  taken  critically  ill  and  admitted 
to  the  Hospital.  An  emergency  operation  was  performed 
that  evening  by  Mr.  S.  I.  Levy,  F.R.C.S.,  the  senior 
Surgeon  of  the  Hospital,  and  for  many  days  Mr.  Lohden 
remained  in  a  grave  condition.  It  is  with  pleasure  and 
thankfulness  that  the  Board  is  now  able  to  report  that  on 
16th  November  Mr.  Lohden  had  recovered  sufficiently  to 
leave  the  Hospital  and  has  now  resumed  his  duties  as  Chair¬ 
man.  The  Board  takes  this  opportunity  of  congratulating 
Mr.  Lohden  on  his  recovery,  and  also  placing  on  record  its 
gratitude  to  him  for  all  that  he  has  done  for  the  Hospital. 

The  Board  also  congratulates  Mr.  V.  E.  Ballard,  Mr. 
G.  W.  Stewart,  and  Alderman  E.  F.  Markey,  J.P.,  members 
of  the  Board,  on  their  recovery  from  illness. 

The  work  accomplished  during  the  year  is  shown  in  detail 
on  pages  16  and  28.  These  figures  again  show  an  increase 
in  the  work  of  all  departments  of  the  Hospital  as  compared 
with  the  year  1945,  whilst  the  total  number  of  patients 
treated  both  as  In-patients  and  as  Out-patients  is  the  highest 
ever  recorded.

The  acute  shortage  of  Nurses  was  again  a  serious  handi¬ 
cap  to  the  work  of  the  Hospital,  and  in  an  endeavour  to  make 
the  profession  more  attractive  the  Board  decided  to  reduce 
the  period  of  training  from  four  years  to  three  years. 

Forms  of  Tender  for  the  rebuilding  of  the  demolished 
Boiler  House,  Main  Kitchen,  Staff  Dining  Rooms  and 
Corridor  are  now  in  the  hands  of  several  contractors,  and  it  ~ 
is  hoped  that  the  work  will  be  commenced  very  shortly. 

An  order  was  placed  with  Messrs.  Watson  &  Sons,  Ltd., 
for  the  complete  re-equipment  of  the  X-Ray  Department,  at 
a  cost  of  £4,295.  The  new  equipment,  all  shock  proof, 
includes  a,  4-valve  main  unit  with  tilting  table,  a  mobile  unit 
with  Potter-Bucky  table,  a  portable  unit  for  use  in  the 
Wards  and  the  Theatres,  and  a  superficial  Therapy  unit. 

An  order  was  also  placed  with  Messrs.  F.  V.  Magrini, 
Ltd.,  for  the  supplying  of  an  electrically  heated  Food  Trolley 
for  each  of  the  six  Wards  at  a  cost  of  £524. 

On  18th  September  a  ceremony  was  held  in  the 
Children’s  Ward  to  unveil  and  dedicate  two  endowed  Cots. 
The  first  was  the  “  Home  Comforts  ”  Cot,  which  was  un¬ 
veiled  by  the  Rt.  Hon.  Lady  Leathers,  who  had  brought  a 
cheque  for  £500  from  “  Home  Comforts,”  Johannesburg,  for 
this  purpose.  The  second  was  the  “  Civil  Defence  ”  Cot, 
endowed  by  a  donation  of  £500  from  the  East  Ham  Civil 
Defence  Social  and  Sports  Committee,  which  was  unveiled 
by  His  Worship  the  Mayor  of  East  Ham,  Cr.  E.  A.  Wood, 
J.P.  The  Rev.  Canon  C.  E.  Butterfield,  AI.A.,  Honorary 
Chaplain  to  the  Hospital,  dedicated  the  Cots. 

As  forecast  by  the  Board  in  its  Report  for  1945,  the  result 
of  the  Appeal  to  commemorate  the  cessation  of  hostilities 
and  victory  has  proved  a  great  disappointment.  During  the 
year  the  sum  of  £2,062  11s.  5d.  was  received,  which  added 
to  the  amount  of  £4,131  19s.  lid.  received  in  1945,  made 
the  total  amount  received  from  the  Appeal  £6,194  11s.  4d. 

In  the  circumstances,  which  were  beyond  the  control  of  those 
actively  engaged  on  this  special  effort,  it  was  decided  to  close 
the  Appeal  on  the  31st  December.  Of  the  total  sum  raised, 
£4,694  11s.  4d.  was  allocated  to  the  General  Fund,  and 
£1,500  to  the  Endowment  Eund. 

The  Board  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  ex¬ 
pressing  its  gratitude  to  Lord  Leathers  for  having  launched 
the  Appeal,  and  to  the  many  keen  workers  who  so  ably 
supported  him,  and  whose  efforts  most  certainly  deserved  a 
more  satisfactory  result.

The  working  costs  for  the  year  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year  will  be  found  In  detail  on  pages  28  and  29. 
It  will  be  seen  that  the  cost  per  In-Patient  per  week  has 
increased  by  £1  15s.  Id.  from  £5  10s.  5d.  to  £7  5s.  6d.,  and 
the  cost  per  Out-Patient  attendance  has  increased  by  9.84 
pence  from  27-25  pence  to  37-09  pence. 

The  Board  has  found  it  necessary  owing  to  the  sub¬ 
stantial  rise  in  the  cost  of  working,  to  again  increase  the 
charge  for  Private  Wards  and  Private  Cubicles,  from

towards  the  cost  of  the  new  X-ray  equipment ;  and  £300 
towards  the  cost  of  an  electrically  heated  food  trolley  for 
each  of  the  six  Wards.  Dr.  George  Graham  and  Mr.  Francis 
Wheen  visited  the  Hospital  on  20th  June  on  behalf  of  the 
Fund. 

The  Board  expresses  gratitude  to  His  Worship  the  Mayor 
and  the  members  of  the  East  Ham  Corporation  for  the 
valuable  support  that  has  been  given  to  the  Hospital  through¬ 
out  the  year.  A  Grant  of  £2,000  and  a  contribution  under  the 
Sundav  Entertainments  Act  of  £250  are  only  two  instances 
of  the  readiness  of  the  Council  to  assist  the  Hospital  in  every 
possible  way. 

The  Board  acknowledges  with  gratitude  the  sum  of  £270 
received  during  the  year  as  a  result  of  the  efforts  of  the 
Welfare  Society  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital.

The  Board  takes  this  opportunity  of  placing  on  record 
its  gratitude  to  the  members  of  the  Medical  Staff,  both  past 
and  present,  for  the  loyal  and  generous  manner  in  which'  they 
have  given  their  services  to  the  Hospital. 

Miss  F.  A.  I.  Clements,  S.R.N.,  having  reached  the 
superannuation  age,  relinquished  her  post  as  Matron  on  31st 
March.  Miss  Clements  had  held  this  post  for  nearly  nineteen 
years,  and  the  Board  expresses  warm  thanks  to  her  for  her 
work  during  this  period,  and  wishes  her  happiness  in  her 
retirement.  Her  successor,  appointed  out  of  twenty-three 
applicants,  is  Miss  E.  O.  Bird,  S.R.N.,  S.C.M.,  whose  work 
is  deserving  of  commendation. 
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The  Board  also  expresses  warm  appreciation  of  the 
services  rendered  by  the  Honorary  Auditor,  the  Honorary 
Solicitor,  the  Honorary  Librarian,  and  the  Honorary  Chap¬ 
lains,  also  the  Nursing-  Staff,  the  Domestic  Staff,  and  the 
Administrative  Staff. 

In  concluding-  its  Report  for  1945  the  Board  referred  to 
the  proposals  of  His  Majesty’s  Government,  respecting  the 
future  of  Hospitals,  contained  in  the  National /Health  Service 
Bill. 

D  uring  the  year  streunous  efforts  were  made  by  the 
British  Hospitals  Association,  with  some  measure  of  success, 
to  secure  amendments  to  the  Bill,  which  were  considered 
necessary  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  patient,  and  also  the 
service  as  a  whole.  The  Board  gave  its  full  support  to  the 
British  Hospitals  Association,  including  a  deputation  to  the 
House  of  Commons  on  2nd  May  to  meet  the  two  Members 
of  Parliament  for  East  Ham,  and  place  before  them  the  need 
for  certain  changes  in  the  proposals. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act  is  now  on  the  Statute 
Book,  and  on  the  appointed  day,  probably  1st  April,  1948, 
all  Hospitals  in  the  country  will  pass  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

On  21st  May,  1947,  this  Hospital  celebrates  the  Golden 
Jubilee  of  its  foundation,  and  on  page  63  will  be  found 
particulars  of  the  work  accomplished  during  the  forty-five 
years  that  it  has  been  open. 

During  this  period  well  over  half  a  million  pounds  has 
been  spent,  and  receipts  have  fallen  short  of  this  amount  by 
only  £32,000. 

This  achievement  must  be  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  all 
those  who  for  so  many  years  have  worked  and  strived  for 
the  benefit  of  the  sick  and  suffering,  and  is  a  sure  indication 
to  the  Board  that  such  generous  efforts  will  continue  up  to 
the  appointed  day.

Except  in  cases  of  emergency,  patients  are  admitted  only  on 
the  recommendation  of  a  Medical  Practitioner. 

Patients  are  asked  to  contribute,  according  to  their  means, 
towards  the  cost  of  their  maintenance. 

The  Hospital  contains  5  single  bed  Private  Wards.  The 

charge  for  these  rooms  is  9  guineas  per  week.  Special  Nurses, 
Laundry,  Physiotherapy,  Pathological  and  X-Ray  examinations-  or 
any  Special  Treatment  ordered,  are  extra  charges.  In  addition 
there  is  a  fee  for  the  Physician  or  Surgeon  in  charge  of  the  case, 
the  amount  of  the  fee  to  be  arranged  with  the  Physician  or 
Surgeon  concerned. 

The  Hospital  also  contains  8  Curtained  Cubicles  (4  Male  and 

4  Female).  The  charge  for  these  cubicles  is  9  guineas  per  week, 
inclusive  of  any  extras  and  Medical  or  Surgical  fees. 

Patients  will  be  seen  in  private  consultation  at  the  Hospital, 
by  members  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff,  at  a  minimum  fee 
of  1  guinea,  exclusive  of  any  special  investigations  that  may  be 
necessary. 

Patients  may  be  visited  by  their  relations  and  friends  on  Thurs¬ 
days,  3-4  p.m.,  and  Sundays,  3-4.30  p.m.  on  production  of  card 
which  may  be  obtained  from  the  ward  sister.  Husbands  may  visit 
their  wives  on  Wednesdays,  7.30 — 8  p.m. 

Maternity  patients  may  be  visited  by  their  relations  and  friends 
on  Sundays  3 — 4  p.m.  Husbands  may  visit  their  wives  every  day 
7.30 — 8  p-m. 

Special  arrangements  are  made  for  parents  to  visit  their 
children.  Children  under  14  are  not  permitted  to  visit  the  Wards 
without  special  permission. 

Ministers  of  Religion  may  visit  their  parishioners  every  after¬ 
noon  between  3  and  5  p.m.,  and  at  any  other  time  in  cases  of 
emergency. 

No  organisation  or  private  individual  may  use  the  name  of  the 
East  Ham  Memorial  Hospital  for  any  effort  in  collecting  money 
without  permission  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  and  a  Statement 
of  Accounts  of  each  effort  shall  be  sent  toi  the  Secretary  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Hospital  within  a  reasonable  time.
